Uines, befoze the Grapes are fully ripe , And like wilt doe not ſuffer the Wines to haue 
their due and true making, befozetheſame be bought and ſent into this Realme; His Pa- 
ieſtie therefoze to pꝛeuent the like inconneniences hereafter , in atommo ditie ſo much ten- 
ding to the health ofhis Subiects, Doeth ſtraitly pꝛohibit and fozbid , All and euer per⸗ 
ſon and perſons whatſoencr, aſwell being His naturall bozne Hubietts, as Dentzens, ei⸗ 
ther directly 02 indirectly, from hencefdozth to buſhip, diſcharge oz lay on land, any new 
Wines ofthe growth of France,at oꝛ in any Poꝛt, Hauen, Creeke, oꝛ other place within his 
Highneſle Realme of England, and Pzinapalitie ot ales, O2to buy 02 receineanynew 
wines of the growth ol France, beingbzought in by any others, vntill the firſt day of De- 
tember now nert tomming , Andſo vntill the firſt day of December peerely vpon paineof 
His Mateſtieshigh diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties,as by the Lawesof this his Maieſties 
Realme of England, may be inflicted vpon perſons offending againſt His Maieſties 
Royallcommandement. And fo2 the better execution hereof, His Maieſtie doethfurther 
charge and command All Cuſtomers , Comptrollers,and other OfficersofHis Pozts,to 


.  whomitſhallappertaine, And all Fermers ofthe Cuſtomes and Ympoſts, now, and fo: 


the time being, their Clerkes and Subſtitutes, That they and euery okthem, doe fozbeare 

to take any Entries ot ſuch new wines ofthe growth of France, that ſhalbebzoughtinto 

this Realme, by any perſonoz perſons whatſoener, vntill the lad irt day of December 

now next comming,and lo after vntil the firſtday ofDecember yeerely from peere to yeere, 

As they and euery of them will anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perdll, 

Giuen at Wanſted the eleuenth day of September, in the eleuenthyeere of 
Our Reigne of Great Britaine, France, and Ireland.
